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This is a decision on applicants' "Renewed Petition Under 37 C.F.R. §1.47" filed 
01 April 2002. 



On 31 January 2002, a decision dismissing applicants' petition was mailed 
because applicants failed to meet the requirements of item (4) of 37 CFR 1.47(a). 

On 01 April 2002, applicants filed the instant renewed petition which was 
accompanied by, a declaration signed by four of the five inventors. 



In the initial petition filed 13 December 2000, applicants failed to satisfy item (4) 
because they submitted a declaration signed by three of the five listed co-inventors. 
The name of co-inventor Katsumi Yabuno was not listed on the declaration. 

In the renewed petition filed 11 December 2001, applicants failed to satisfy item 
(4) because they did not provide a complete declaration for each inventor that was in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.497. 

In the instant petition, applicants submitted two complete declarations signed 
by four of the five listed inventors and meeting the requirements of item (4) of 37 CFR 
1.47(a) and 37 CFR 1.497. 

Accordingly, all the requirements of 37 CFR 1 .47(a) are complete.
